John W. Foster, ex-secretary of state 
and an expert In Spanish diplomacy 
and politics. Is of opinion that the out­ 
look for peace Is still pretty remote. 
“1 look for peace some time next win­ 
ter,” he said. 
“The men who are now 
at the head o£ the government of Spain 
are not disposed to sue for peace ur 
take the initiative In any way under 
existing conditions. 
The cabinet situa­ 
tion is such that some decided changes 
must take place In local affairs befoii- 
tite first real steps will be taken toward 
the conclusion of hostilities.” 


Without any very tangible 
reason 
there has been a notable diminution of 
the optimistic expressions among of­ 
ficials to the elYect that an early peace 
might be looked for. 
Possibly 
this 
temporary deprei^slon Is explainable by 
the fact that private advices, entirely 
unolllcial in character, from souices 
of information in i-'uiope. indicate that 
the situation in Si a n is such that tht-re 
Is no ijresent hope of overtures fn>m 
Spain. 
It is apparent to the olflcials 
that the pcaie party in Spain still feels 
itself too weak to insist uprm demand­ 
ing peace. 
It is probably working in a 
quiet way to educate the Spanish people 
up to the point where they can »on- 
templatewith resignationtheaccept nse 
of the minimum jieace conditions that 
might be expected to form the basis uf 
the United State.« demands. 


Tlie warning notes from Euorpe, con­ 
veyed through leputable newspainrs. 
that the United Slates is not to be left 
free to cf>nduct a campaign in Europe, 
are inlerpreted In .some quarters as 
really the only hopeful signs visible 
looking toward the beginning of peace 
negotiations.

The chemical and toxic properties <»f 
the poison of the honeylH*« Imve b»‘en a 
subject for long study by a (iernian wi- 
eutist, Dr. Joseph Zanger. 
During his 
investigation Dr. danger employed 25.* 
OOU liees. Ii<‘ ftiund that the fresh ¡siison 
is clear, like water, of an acid reaction, 
bitter taste and of a fine aromatic iKlor. 


On evaj»orating and drying at a tem­ 
perature of 100 degrees centigrade (:il2 
degrees F.) a gummy re,nidue is left. It 
is soluble in w ater; %vith alc'ohol it 
forms an eniulsionlike mixture. 
The 
aromatic o<1or is due tu a volatile sub­ 
stance, which disapfMirs on evaiKmition 
and is not poisonous. 
The puisontms 
constituent is not destroyed by short 
boiling nor by drying and beating the 
residue to 212 degrees F. nor by the di­ 
luted acids or alkalis. 


Dr. Zanger has proved th© existence 
of formic acid, but be has als<i proved 
that that is not the iMiisonous principle. 
Tbo latter is an organic base, soluble, 
w ith dilliculty, in water, but kept iu so­ 
lution by an acid. On tlie healthy skin 
neither the bee ]Miison nor a 2 ]>er cent 
solution of the poisiinous ]>rinei)de has 
any eflfect, but they aet as iniwerful ir­ 
ritants on the niucuous membnines. 


His tests made on rabbits and other 
nuimals show that wlu‘n the poison is 
brought in contact with the eye there 
follow laebrynuition, hy|ieremiu, ehe- 
mosis and croupous nu<ntbraue or con­ 
junctiva. The genenil condition is also 
affected; the auinuils become melan­ 
choly. take no footl, butare very thirsty, 
and the urine shows snuill amouuts ot 
albumeu. —Philadelphia liecord.

VOLUNTEERS OF HAVANA. 


Ouw 
They W ere W on W ith A P«rk«*t 
llsiulkerchitif 


In 18(58, when the revolution of ten 
years in Cuba began, no volunteers ex­ 
isted in Havana worthy of being caUed 
such. There was only one old regiment, 
and when Governor General Lersnndi, 
then of tho island, tried to comjilete 
this regiment he found tho task tlilli- 
cult of accomplishment on account of 
the prevailing nnw'illingness to enli.st. 
But jn.st at tlii.stime, most providential­ 
ly for the relief of tho dilennna, sonuj 
unknow'n hand covered the walls of 
Matanzas, 
near Havana, 
with huge 
posters promising each Spaniard hit 
passage home and tho privilege of car­ 
rying away with him whatever his 
pocket handkerchief could contain in 
the event of his enlistnumt. 


The elTect of this stimulus to the flag­ 
ging pulse of the public was electrical, 
and the enrollment of 50,000 men fol­ 
lowed within -IS h»)ur.s. Tho volunteers 
thus came into existence with their 
chiefs in the nugority. But the ruined 
nierchiiJits of the city of Havana soon 
found out and objected to the newly 
ri.sen power. This opposition increa.sed 
upon tho arrival in Cuba t)f the new 
governor general, Duice, who came in 
as representative of the rev<»lution- 
ary guvernment in Spain. 
He was a 
man of good faith. eini)o\vered by the 
government to grant Culia all the re­ 
form she coveted and that had lately 
been otl'ered. 
He would umloubtedly 
have put a term to the revolntiou, avert­ 
ing all the ruin and devastation which 
followed. 
But such an easy and nun;* 
naninums cours(* did nor .>uit that <*hiss 
wiiich faced inevitable financial ruin as 
a consiiquence of such a policy.—San 
Franci.sco Chronicle.
